To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  for  the  information  of 
the  Legislature,  an  Abstract  prepared  from  the  certified  returns 
of  Fifty-eight  corporations  organized  within  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  year  1863,  under  chapter  sixty-one  of  the  General 
Statutes,  and  of  seven  companies  previously  formed  who  certify 
an  increase  of  capital  stock  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  a  table  appended  to  this  Ab- 
stract, covering  the  twelve  years  since  the  enactment  of  the 
general  statute  in  1851,  authorizing  the  corporate  association 
of  three  or  more  persons,  that  the  number  of  organizations  in 
the  year  1863  was  nearly  three  times  larger  than  that  in  any 
year  preceding  with  a  single  exception,  that  of  1855,  when 
thirty-one  certificates  were  received  for  record. 

The  investment  of  capital  during  the  past  year,  amounting 
to  19,227,512.12,  bears  to  the  aggregate  of  twelve  preceding 
years  the  remarkable  ratio  of  60  -j7^-,  and  a  ratio  of  40  t3q9^  to 
the  total  existing  capital  of  122,846,746.19.  . 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  this  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  corporations  established  under  general  law,  indicating,  as  it 
does,  prosperity  in  manufacturing  and  mining  interests,  and  an 
appreciation  by  capitalists  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  standing 
laws  for  the  establishing  of  corporate  bodies  without  the  delay 
involved  in  obtaining  special  charters,  and  the  expense  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  legislative  time  and  public  money.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  the  information  of  the 
legislature,  in  compliance  with  the  General  Statutes,  an  abstract, 
prepared  from  the  certified  returns  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four  corporations  organized  within  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  year  1864,  under  chapter  sixty-one  of  the  General 
Statutes,  and  of  fourteen  companies  previously  formed  who 
have  certified  an  increase  of  capital  stock  during  the  year. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  organizations,  and  in  the 
amount  of  capital  invested  in  1863  over  that  of  previous  years, 
was  considered  very  remarkable,  the  investments  bearing  to  the 
aggregate  of  the  twelve  preceding  years  the  ratio  of  60^^,  and 
to  the  total  capital  then  existing  a  ratio  of  40t3q9q,  and  the 
number  of  organizations  being,  with  one  exception,  nearly 
three  times  larger  than  in  any  former  year,  indicating  increased 
energy  and  prosperity  in  the  manufacturing  and  mining  interests 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  will  now  be  seen,  by  reference  to  a  table  of  general 
statement  closing  this  abstract,  that  the  increase  in  1864  is 
still  more  noticeable.  The  organizations  in  the  past  year  have 
reached  the  large  number  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-four,  or 
three  times  even  that  of  1863  ;  and  the  amount  of  investments 
certified  as  paid  in  is  141,805,043,  or  more  than  four  and  one- 
half  times  the  paid  capital  of  the  preceding  year,  bearing  to 
the  aggregate  of  thirteen  years  the  ratio  of  1.72t6q9q,  and  to  the 
total  existing  capital,  which  is  $66,001,489^,  a  ratio  of  63^. 


4  RETURNS  OP  CORPORATIONS.  [Jan. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  of  the  total  number  of  corporations 
organized  since  the  enactment  of  the  general  statute  of  1851, 
authorizing  corporate  associations,  nearly  thirty-eight  per  cent, — 
representing  a  paid  capital  of  $41,805,043,  or  more  than  sixty- 
three  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  investments, —-have  been 
organized  during  1864. 

The  amount  of  increased  capital  paid  during  the  past  year 
into  companies  previously  existing  is  11,349,700,  which  added 
to  the  paid  capital  of  the  past  year's  organizations,  makes  for 
the  total  investments  of  1864,  the  sum  of  $43,154,743.

Table  I.,  appended,  gives  the  aggregates  for  three  years, 
1870,  1871,  and  1872,  under  the  present  statutes,  of  the 
number  of  corporations,  and  amount  of  capital,  respectively; 
of  those  newly  organized,  re-organized  and  confirmed;  of 
those  paying  up  capital,  investing  in  real  estate,  in  personal, 
in  mixed  estate,  and  in  cash;  the  number  making  no  certificate 
of  capital,  and  of  those  increasing,  or  reducing  capital,  and 
the  aggregate  amount  thereof.

has  been  in  force.

Section  2.  "  Conveyance  of  property,  real  or  personal,  at  a  fair  valuation, 
to  the  corporation,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  paying  in  of  the  capital  stock,  to 
the  extent  of  such  value :  provided,  that  a  statement; made,  signed  and  sivorn  to 
by  the  president,  treasurer  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  corporation, 
Giving  a  description  of  such  property,  and  the  value  at  which  it  has  been  taken 
inpayment,  in  such  detail  as  the  commissioner  of  corporations  shall  require  or 
approve,  and  indorsed  with  the  certificate  of  said  commissioner,  that  he  is  satis- 
fied that  said  valuation  is  fair  and  reasonable,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth:  and  provided,  further,  that  if  said  property  be  not  so 
conveyed  and  taken  at  a  fair  valuation,  the  officers  of  the  corporation  signing 
such  statement  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  for  its  debts  and  contracts. 

Such  statement,  when  made,  shall,  in  case  of  corporations  hereafter  organized, 
be  included  in  and  form  part  of  the  certificate  of  payment  of  capital  required  by 
the  thirty-second  section  of  said  chapter,  and  the  certificate  in  such  case,  instead 
of  stating  that  said  capital  is  paid  in  cash,  shall  be  framed  in  conformity  with 
the  facts  of  said  payment."

62),  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the 
Legislature,  the  accompanying  Abstracts  from  the  certificates 
of  manufacturing  and  other  corporations,  required  to  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  this  office ;  to  which  are  added  abstracts  from 
the  certificates  of  railroad  and  insurance  companies,  made  in 
compliance  with  general  laws. 

The  first  table  of  abstracts,  heretofore  combining  the  returns 
of  Organization,  as  well  as  of  Payment  of  Capital,  of  newly- 
formed  corporations,  is  this  year  divided  into  two  tables,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  stating  so  frequently  that  a  cor- 
poration has  not  made  the  certificate  of  payment  of  capital,  or 
that  it  is  not  required  to  make  such  a  certificate. 

The  annual  returns,  or  certificates  of  condition,  are  again 
presented  in  two  consecutive  tables :  the  items  contained  in  the 
abstracts  therefrom  have  become  so  numerous  that  the  two  pages 
of  columns  are  insufficient.  The  date  of  filing,  amount  of 
fixed  capital,,  and  number  of  shares  in  each  corporation,  will  be 
found  in  the  second  or  supplementary  table.  A  general  sum- 
mary for  1877,  and  tables  of  aggregates  and  averages  since  1851, 
appear  as  usual.

"  When  a  majority  in  number  or  interest  of  the  members  of  a  corporation  desire  to 
close  their  concerns,  they  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  setting 
forth  in  substance  the  grounds  of  their  application,  and  the  court,  after  due  notice  to 
all  parties  interested,  may  proceed  to  hear  the  matter,  and  for  reasonable  cause  decree 
a  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  Corporations  so  dissolved  shall  be  deemed  and  held 
extinct  in  all  respects  as  if  their  charters  had  expired  by  their  own  limitation." 

Corporations    which    have    not    Filed    a   Certificate   of  Payment  and 

Investment  of  Capital. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  corporations  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  section 
32  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1870,  and  of  section  2  of  chapter  177  of  the  Acts  of 
.  1875,  as  given  below.  The  liability  of  stockholders,  by  reason  of  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  officers  to  file  such  certificate,  in  the  one  form  or  the  other,  may  be  ascertained 
by  reference  to  Acts  1870,  chap.  224,  §  39;  Acts  1875,  chap.  177,  §  1  (amendment), 
and  Acts  1876,  chap.  1,  §  1  (amendment  of  a  verbal  error,  in  previous  amendment). 

Acts  1870,  Chap.  224,  §  32:  "No  corporation  shall  commence  the  transaction  of  the 
business  for  which  it  toas  organized  or  chartered,  until  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
has  been  paid  in  in  cash,  and  a  certificate  of  that  fact,  and  of  the  fanner  in  which  the  same 
has,  at  the  time  of  making  the  certificate,  been  invested,  or  voted  by  the  corporation  to  be  in- 
vested, signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  president,  treasurer,  and  a  majority  at  least  of  the  direct- 
ors, has  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth." 

Which  section  was  amended  by  chap.  177  of  1875,  as  follows:  — 

Section  2.  "  Conveyance  of  property,  real  or  personal,  at  a  fair  valuation,  to  the  cor- 
poration, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  paying  in  of  the  capital  stock,  to  the  extent  of  such 
value:  provided,  that  a  statement,  made,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  president,  treasurer, 
and  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  corporation,  giving  a  description  of  such  properly ,  and 
the  value  at  which  it  has  been  taken  in  payment,  in  such  detail  as  the  commissioner  of  corpo- 
rations shall  require  or  approve,  and  indorsed  with  the  certificate  of  said  commissioner,  that 
lie  is  satisfied  that  said  valuation  is  fair  and  reasonable,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth:  and  provided,  further,  that  if  said  property  be  not  so  conveyed  and 
taken  at  a  fair  valuation,  the  officers  of  the  corporation  signing  such  statement  shall  be  jointly 
and  severally  liable  for  its  debts  and  contracts. 

Such  statement,  when  made,  shall,  in  case  of  corporations  hereafter  organized,  be  included 
in  and  form  part  of  the  certificate  of  payment  of  capital  required  by  the  thirty-second  section 
of  said  chapter,  and  the  certificate  in  such  case,  instead  of  stating  that  said  capital  is  paid 
in  cash,  shall  be  framed  in  conformity  with  the  facts  of  said  payment."

In  compliance  with  the  Corporation  Act  (1870,  chap.  224, 
sect.  62),  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the 
Legislature,  the  following  tables  of  Abstracts  from  the  certifi- 
cates of  manufacturing  and  other  corporations,  required  to  be 
filed  and  recorded  in  this  office ;  to  which  are  added  abstracts 
from  the  certificates  of  railroad  and  insurance  companies,  viz., 
abstracts  of  certificates  of  organization,  of  payment  of  capital, 
of  confirmation  of  organization  and  of  proceedings,  of  increase 
and  of  reduction  of. capital,  of  change  of  location  and  of  par 
value  of  shares,  together  with  abstracts  from  the  annual  certifi- 
cates of  condition,  which  are  (as  is  now  customary)  presented 
in  two  consecutive  tables,  the  items  therefrom  having  become  so 
numerous,  that  two  pages  of  columns  are  insufficient.  What, 
therefore,  cannot  be  presented  at  one  view  on  the  two  pages, 
may  be  found  in  the  second  or  supplementary  table. 

All  these  tables  of  abstracts  are  alphabetically  arranged ; 
those  from  the  certificates  of  condition  alone,  being  thus  ar- 
ranged with  respect  to  the  initial  letter  only,  the  interval 
between  the  31st  of  December,  and  the  "  first  Wednesday  in 
January,"  not  allowing  sufficient  time  for  a  more  complete 
arrangement.  The  present  year,  however,  some  portions  of 
the  tables  —  as,  for  instance,  those  under  the  letters  A,  or  M, 
&c.  —  were  arranged  for  a  more  perfect  alphabetical  presenta- 
tion ;  but,  upon  trial,  when  separating  the  items  of  returns  of 
a  corporation  from  the  headings,  it  was  found  that  it  would  be 
easy  enough,  and  safe  enough,  to  make  this  list  of  745  corpora- 
tions alphabetical;  but  as  there  were  pendent  to  each  name 
twenty-one  different  items  or  sums,  to  go  into  twenty-one  col- 
umns, the  hazard  to  accuracy,  on  the  part  of  the  compiler  or  on 
the  part  of  the  printer,  and  the  consequent  delay,  would  not 
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warrant  the  prosecution  of  the  attempt.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
usual  custom  of  placing  each  certificate  of  condition  in  chrono- 
logical order,  as  it  is  filed,  under  a  general  heading  of  A,  B,  C, 
&c,  will  not  occasion  much  inconvenience  to  those  using  the 
compilation.

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  corporations  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  cor- 
poration laws  respecting  the  filing  and  recording  of  certificates  of  payment  and  invest- 
ment of  capital.

Records,  Indexes,  Fees,  Publications,  etc. 

The  records  of  the  past  year  are  upon  2,277  pages  demi,  contained  in  14  volumes, 
each  indexed  specially,  together  with  a  general  index  for  all  classes  of  certificates. 
During  the  past  year,  a  complete  general  index  has  been  prepared,  embracing  every 
certificate  recorded  in  the  Department,  concerning  joint  stock  and  other  corporations 
since  the  year  1851,  when  the  first  were  recorded.  This  index  includes  all  railroad, 
railway,  insurance,  manufacturing,  mining,  and  other  business  corporations,  together 
with  associations,  for  library,  benevolent,  educational,  and  religious  purposes,  which 
have  filed  their  certificates,  of  any  kind,  in  this  office. 

The  records  of  religious  and  benevolent  associations  date  only  from  the  year  1874, 
when  the  existing  law  for  their  formation,  and  for  the  filing  of  their  certificates  in  the 
Secretary's  office,  went  into  effect.  The  department  has  no  knowledge  of  the  legal 
existence  of  those  formed  previously  to  1874,  under  general  law;  nor  has  it  official 
information  of  any  class  of  corporations  dissolved  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

Every  fee  paid  into  the  department  for  recording  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
224  of  1870,  and  every  subsequent  corporation  act  (as  well  as  those  for  some  years 
previous),  is  made  a  matter  of  record  with  the  certificate  itself,  the  money  being  paid 
into  the  treasury  at  the  time  designated  by  statute.  The  propriety  of  such  record 
is  not  only  obvious,  but  the  record  has  been  found  to  be  necessary,  in  order  to  the 
just  assessment  of  subsequent  fees,  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  payments  previ- 
ously made.     (Vide  chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1871.) 

Abstracts  of  the  annual  returns  are  made  and  published  weekly  by  the  proprietor 
of  "The  Banker  and  Tradesman,"  of  Boston;  a  form  of  publication,  no  doubt,  of 
greater  or  earlier  convenience  to  many  than  this  annual  document.

.  In  compliance  with  the  Corporation  Act  (1870,  chap.  224, 
sect.  62),  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the 
Legislature,  the  accompanying  Abstracts  from  the  certificates 
of  manufacturing  and  other  corporations,  required  to  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  this  office  ;  to  which  are  added  abstracts  from 
the  certificates  of  railroad  and  railway  companies,  made  in  com- 
pliance with  general  laws. 

The  annual  returns,  or  certificates  of  condition,  are  presented 
in  two  consecutive  tables.  The  date  of  filing,  amount  of  fixed 
capital,  and  number  of  shares  in  each  corporation,  will  be  found 
in  the  second  or  supplementary  table.  A  general  summary  for 
1879,  and  tables  of  aggregates  and  averages  since  1851,  appear 
as  usual. 

It  is  proper  to  add,  that  these  certificates,  from  which  the 
abstracts  are  compiled,  are  simply  returnable  to  this  department. 
The  form  in  which  they  shall  be  made,  the  blanks  therefor 
(except  those  for  the  formation  of  insurance  companies),  and 
all  correspondence  pertaining  to  the  same,  are  appropriately 
placed  by  the  several  Acts  in  the  hands  of  other  departments 
of  the  State  Government.  The  Secretary  has  only  to  collect 
the  legal  fees  for  recording,  and  such  correspondence  to  conduct 
as  may  be  incidental  to  requests  for  copies  from  the  records. 

In  making  the  abstracts  it  becomes  necessary  to  audit  the 
returns,  so  far  as  to  see  that  the.  totals  given  are  the  aggregates 
of  the  items  of  details.  If  any  discrepancy  is  discovered,  the 
same  is  noted  at  the  foot  of  the  page.

Certificates  of  Payment  and  Investment  of  Capital. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  corporations  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  the 
corporation,  laws  respecting  the  filing  and  recording  of  certificates  of  payment  and  in- 
vestment of  capital.  Special  attention  is  asked  to  the  following  acts,  viz., — Acts  of. 
1870,  chapter  224,  sections  32  and  38  and  39;  Acts  of  1875,  chapter  177,  sections  1 
and  2. 


Records,  Indexes,  Fees,  Publications,  Etc. 

A  complete  general  index  has  been  prepared  for  each  year,  embracing  every  certifi- 
cate recorded  in  the  department,  concerning  joint  stock  and  other  corporations  since 
the  year  1851,  when  the  first  were  recorded.    This  index  includes  all  railroad,  railway, 
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insurance,  manufacturing,  mining,  and  other  business  corporations,  together  with 
associations  for  library,  benevolent,  educational,  and  religious  purposes,  which  have 
fled  certificates,  of  any  kind,  in  this  office. 

The  records  of  religious  and  benevolent  associations  date  only  from  the  year  1874, 
when  the  existing  law  for  their  formation,  and  for  the  filing  of  their  certificates  in  the 
Secretary's  office,  went  into  effect.  The  department  has  no  knowledge  of  the  legal 
existence  of  those  formed  previously  to  1874  under  general  law,  nor  has  it  official 
information  of  any  class  of  corporations  dissolved  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

Every  fee  paid  into  the  department  for  recording  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
224  of  1870,  and  every  subsequent  corporation  act  (as  well  as  those  for  some  years 
previous),  is  made  a  matter  of  record  with  the  certificate  itself,  the  money  being  paid 
into  the  treasury  at  the  time  designated  by  statute.  The  propriety  of  such  record 
is  not  only  obvious,  but  the  record  has  been  found  to  be  necessary,  in  order  to  the 
just  assessment  of  subsequent  fees,  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  payments  pre- 
viously made.     (Vide  chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1871.)

Certificates  of  Payment  and  Investment  of  Capital. 

The  attention  of  the  officers  of  corporations  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  the 
corporation  laws  respecting  the  riling  and  recording  of  certificates  of  payment  and  in- 
vestment of  capital.  Special  attention  is  asked  to  the  following  acts;  viz.,  Acts  of 
1870,  chapter  224,  sections  32  and  38  and  39;  Acts  of  1875,  chapter  177,  sections  1 
and  2. 


Records,  Indexes,  Fees,  Publications,  Etc. 
A  complete  general  index  has  been  prepared  for  each  year,  embracing  every  certi- 
ficate recorded  in  the  department,  concerning  joint  stock  and  other  corporations,  since 
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the  year  1851,  when  the  first  were  recorded.  This  index  includes  all  railroad,  railway, 
insurance,  manufacturing,  mining,  and  other  business  corporations,  together  with 
associations  for  library,  benevolent,  educational,  and  religious  purposes,  which  have 
filed  certificates  of  any  kind  in  this  office. 

The  records  of  religious  and  benevolent  associations  date  only  from  the  year  1874, 
when  the  existing  law  for  their  formation,  and  for  the  filing  of  their  certificates  in  the 
Secretary's  office,  went  into  effect.  The  department  has  no  knowledge  of  the  legal 
existence  of  those  formed  previously  to  1871  under  general  law,  as  the  certificates  of 
such  organizations  were  required  to  be  "  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds 
for  the  county  or  district  "  wherein  they  were  located;  nor  has  it  official  information  of 
any  class  of  corporations  dissolved  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  previous  to  18S0. 

Every  fee  paid  into  the  department  for  recording  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
221  of  1870,  and  every  subsequent  corporation  act  (as  well  as  those  for  some  years 
previous),  is  made  a  matter  of  record  with  the  certificate  itself,  the  money  being  paid 
into  the  treasury  at  the  time  designated  by  statute.  The  propriety  of  such  record  is 
not  only  obvious,  but  the  record  has  been  found  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  the  just 
assessment  of  subsequent  fees,  dependent  upon  the  amount  of  payments  previously 
made.     (Vide  chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1S71.)
